D em ocrats F ighting to Keep the Ex 
elusion B ill from the Presideut 
—M orrow and M cKenna. 


[BRRCUL DISPATCHES TO THE RECOBD-UNION.) 


W ashington, September 20tb.—In the 
House to-day Morrow of California offered 
a resolution reciting the passage of the 
Chinese bill by the House and SeDate, and 
the signing of the enrolled bill by the pre­ 
siding officers of the two houses, its deliv­ 
ery to the Committee on Enrolled Bills, 
and the fact that it is now in the possession 
of acting Chairman Kilgore. It further re­ 
cited a report in the Washington Post that 
the bill is being withheld from the Presi­ 
dent by the Committee on Enrolled Bills, 
and declares that such action of the com­ 
mittee is without authority of law. It di­ 
rects the Committee on Enrolled Bills to 
transmit the bill to the President without 
further delay. 
McMillan of Tennessee raised the point 
of order that the resolution did not present 
a question of privilege. There was no al­ 
legation of delay in the transmission of the 
bill that was unreasonable or unusual. 
Morrow said that he had been told by 
Kilgore this morning that the bill was still 
in his hands. If a bill could be withheld for a 
day it could be withheld for six months. 
The unwritten rules of the House required 
that a bill should be delivered promptly to 
tbe President. 
McMillan said that when the gentleman 
sought to smirch a colleague he ought to 
have the law on his side. Would the gen­ 
tleman point to the rule which fixed any 
particular time within which bills should 
ba transmitted to the President? 
Morrow replied that there was no written 
law, but it was the unwritten one which 
governed the orderly proceedings ol a House 
of this character. 
McMillan remarked that the gentleman 
admitted that no rule had been violated, 
and the trouble was in the gentleman’s 
own mind, and the foundation of the 
trouble had not existed twenty-four hours. 
Morrow replied vehemently that, tepre- 
senting a constituency that was interested 
in this question, he had a right to insist 
that bills which had passed the House 
should receive proper consideration and 
proceed in an orderly way. 
McMillan suggested that the gentleman 
was exercising that right now in arraign­ 
ing a fellow-member for home consump­ 
tion. That was all there was in it. The 
gentleman arraigned a colleague for the 
violation of a rule, and admitted that no 
rule had been violated. In face of this the 
gentleman said that he had represented 
constituents. It must be presumed that he 
was simply talking for home consump­ 
tion.“ Was the bill introduced for home con­ 
sumption ?” asked llowell of Illinois. 
“I voted to restrict Chinese immigration 
long before the gentleman from California 
or the gentleman from Illinois were 
thought of as members of Congress,” said 
McMillan. 
McKenna of California—“W hy were you 
in such a hurry the other day, and not to­ 
day ? Why did you hasten* to pass the 
bill, and now do not want it to go to the 
President? Was that for home consump­ 
tion ?” 
McMillan—“I will state that I have been 
in a hurry for a long time to put a proper 
restriction upon Chinese immigration.” 
McKenna—“Keep it up, old fellow.” 
McMillan—“But there is no power on 
earth—not even the loved ones left behind 
—that would induce me to do an injustice 
to a colleague for home consumption. Cer­ 
tainly he said the smirching of officers of 
the House and questioning the motives of 
men on such a state of facts as was shown 
by the gentleman from California, was an 
unheard of proceeding. He would with­ 
hold any ten, ptation he might have to 
characterize the motive.” 
Payson said this bill is delayed, because 
the Prt s'dent wants more than* the consti­ 
tutional ten days. This is a part of the 
same performance indulged in bv the gen­ 
tleman from Pennsylvania (Scott), who 
attempted in a demagogical manner to make 
some capital for himself and his party. 
Everybody understands it and let the 
country understand it. 
The Speaker in vain endeavored to rap 
Payson to order, but finally managed to 
say : “The gentleman is out of order.” 
“I ask pardon of the House,” said Pay­ 
son.Mr. McKenna again secured the floor, 
and continued his argument. He dis­ 
claimed any intention to reflect upon any 
one, but when it was stated in the press 
that a bill was being withheld, he thought 
that the He,use had a right to take notice 
of it. In all fairness to the Chairman of 
the Committee on Enrolled Bills, he would 
state that Morrow himself had gone to Kil­ 
gore this morning and told bin: that the 
Edmunds resolution had been tabled, and 
Morrow asked him about transmitting the 
bill to the President. Kilgore said he 
would da his dutv in that regard. That 
might or might not be an evasive answer. 
Lest it might be an evasive answer, the 
resolution had been offered. 
Tom Reed made a point, which provoked 
a great deal of laughter, by asking the Chair 
what would bs tbe proper way of bringing 
a case before the House where the officer of 
this body had held back a bill that the 
President did not want. 
Atter further debate the Speaker pro 
tem. sustained the point of order. There 
was no law or rule prescribing the manner 
irt which a bill should be transmitted to the 
President, but the practice had grown up of 
intrusting that duty to]the Committee on 
Enrolled Bills. One day’s delay was not 
unusual. The average time it took for a 
hill to reach the President after having 
been signed bv the presiding officers of the 
Houses was three days. While sustaining 
the point of order, he was not prepared to 
say that if the resolution was again brought 
up in a few days he would rule that it was 
not privileged. 
So the resolution was not received, and 
the Honse adjourned. 
LOW DOW N TRICKERY.

K ilgore’s A ction Creates a Sensation 
P olitical Circles. 
[Copyright, 1S8S, by the California Associated Press.) 
W ashikgtgn. September 20th. — The 
over-zealous Mr. Kilgore, of the House 
Committee on Enrolled Bills, received the 
protection of his Democratic colleagues on 
the floor to-day for withholding from the 
President the Chinese exclusion bill. It 
is seldom that even the lower house so far 
forgets itself as to allow one of its members 
to totally abrogate the action of both 
bodies, as it did in this case. But this is 
not an evil of to-day, nor is Mr. Kilgore, 
of Texas, alone responsible for it. The 
abuse is one of long standing. It has been 
resorted-to many times at the close of a 
ses non of Congress in order to defeat cer­ 
tain bills. 
The power given the Chairman of the 
Committee on Enrolled Bills is capable of 
being stretched to almost any length. 
There is now in that ccmmittee-room a bill 
that passed both houses of Congress over 
three months ago. When asked the cause 
of this long delay, the acting Chairman 
replied that it was owing to a rush of work; 
that precedence had to be given to bills of 
greater importance and that the bill in 
question tthe public building bill) would 
be reached in due time. This depends 
upon whether Congress stays here all 
winter or not. 
But the facts in this case are not a lack of 
importance, nor the lack of enrolling 
clerks. The bill has been enrolled for 
nearly 48 hours, and ready to be delivered 
to the President. Mr. Kilgore frankly ad­ 
mitted as much to your correspondent this 
afternoon. Nevertheless, he said heshonld 
not deliver the bill to-day. When asked for 
the reason he refused to say, other than that 
it was discretionary with him when to de­ 
liver the bill. He proposed to use the dis­ 
cretion conferred upon him under the rules. 
The facts in the case are so well known 
that even that artful dodger of the Demo­ 
cratic side. Bob Vance of Connecticut, only 
laughed when asked about it. He thought 
it all right for Mr. Kilgore to hold the bill, 
in the absence of any specific instructions 
from the House. 
THE CALIFORNIANS DISGUSTED. 
The membeis of the California de^ga- 
tion are very much disgusted with t^e turn 


affairs have taken. They, one and all, are 
so tired of the Chinese question in all its 
phases that they would like it settled 
finally. Both Mr. McKenna and Morrow 
said this afternoon that it did not make any 
difference to them who got the credit of 
this legislation, so the people of the Pacifie 
coast got the benefit of it. 
Mr. Morrow said : “ The situation of the 
Democrats I realize to be extremely em­ 
barrassing. The fact of the matter i*s that 
Mr. Cleveland wants that bill kept from 
him at any cost. If ii is sent he must act 
upon it the same day. Should he sign it, 
with the treaty still not acted upon, and a 
few days later the treaty was ratified, he 
would be most seriously embarrassed. If, 
on tbe other hand, he should veto it, as 
Secretary Bayard telis him he must, and 
afterwards the Chinese Government refused 
to accept the treaty, then the country would 
he left totally without protection against 
these Chinese hordes. 
THE CABINET DIVIDED. 
“ There was quite a row in the Cabinet 
meeting of Tuesday over this matter. The 
members are divided as to what is best to 
do in the premises. This is the cause of the 
!?-nrí.ne 
d 11P by Congressman Kilgore. 
W hat the Administration wants is to 
hold this bill back until something definite 
is heard from China with regard to the 
treaty. Every day is of just so much value. 
It ts a crisis with the Administration, and 
Mr Cleveland recognizes it. I believe that 
rather than have to act on this bill without 
havmg first heard from the Chinese Gov­ 
ernment. Mr. Cleveland would have Con­ 
gress adjourned. All day yesterday the 
ocean was hot with cable messages between 
here and China. Mr. McKenna and myself 
v.’iii continue the fight again tomorrow, 
and try to see that the bill is delivered.” 
WHAT SENATOR STEWART SATS. 
Senator Stewart, of Nevada, is as mad as 
a hornet. He characterized the action of 
Congressman Kilgore as nothing short of 
revolutionary. 
“You may,” he says, 
“quote me as saying that there is an under­ 
current about this business that no one 
likes. It the influence comes from those 
most interested in having the Chinero re­ 
main in this country, they are able to pav 
handsomely for it. The purpose of Mr. 
Kilgore in holding up this bill is to ulti­ 
mately defeat it. What he intends todo 
is to hold it to within less than ten days of 
adjournment. That will relieve the Pres­ 
ident from acting upon it in any wav. He 
would probably allow it to go by the 
board. Then, if the Chinese Government 
refused to ratify the treaty we would be 
left without any protection whatever. 
STRANGE ACTION OF THE HOUSE. 
“ W hat surprises me more than anything 
else is the action of the Home to day in 
standing by this man in his assumption of 
power. Why, it beats the power of the 
President himself when he vetoes a bill. 
The two houses have the redress of passing 
a bid over his veto, but in this case—ac­ 
cording to the action of the House to-day— 
both the Senate and House are powerbss. 
A DAKGEROUS PRECEDENT. 
“ io r example, suppose Congresa passes 
an emergency measure appropriating large 
sums for raising troops in time of peace. It 
would be in the power of one man, and 
that the Chairman of an insignificant com­ 
mittee, to annul the action of Congress by 
stmply holding up the bill until, as Mr. 
Kilgore put it himself, it suited him to take 
action. It is the most absurd position that 
1 ever knew a sane man to take. That is a 
charitable view’ to take of it. The general 
opinion is that it is trickery, and of a very 
low order.” 
CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 
The Senate. 
W ashington, September 20tb.—In the 
Senate to-day. Edmunds' resolution to 
withhold the Chinese hill w’as laid on the 
table by unanimous consent. 
Mitchell proceeded to address the Senate 
on the motion to refer the President’s an­ 
nual message. He characterized the tariff 
bill passed by the House as in the interest 
of the importer and against the interest of 
the laborer, and which had received the 
enthusiastic approval of free traders at 
home and abroad, and said that on the 
other hand the Senate substitute would be 
heard from beginning to end on the 
American doctrine of protection to Ameri­ 
can labor and American industry. 
After speaking two hours Mitchell yielded 
the floor for a motion to proceed to execu­ 
tive business. 
After the doors were reopened Mitchell 
concluded his speech, and then the Senate 
took up the Agricultural Department bill, 
ihe question being on the amendment to 
strike out the fifth section, which transfers 
the Weather Bureau of the Signal Service 
to Ihe Agricultural Department. The bill 
went over, and the Senate adjourned. 
The H ouse. 
W ashington, September 20th.— In the 
House to-day, after the reading of a tele­ 
gram concerning Kelley’s re-nomination, 
Holman reported the bill suspending the 
operation of the pre-emption, timber 
culture and desert laud laws until the 
pending bill relating to these laws are 
acted upon, printed and re-committed. 
Tbe rest of the session was consumed in 
a debate over Morrow’s resolution revuir- 
ing the Ciiinese restriction hill to be sent 
to the President.

The reason for this ¡3 -found in the 
superiority of the Lebel rifle, added to tbe 
discovery of smokeless powder. Minister 
De Fisyeinet has ordered that troops armed 
with magazine rifles of the £886 pattern 
must use breech-loaders of the 1884 type, 
iu order that the mystery surrounding the 
powder used and its* cartridges shall run no 
risk of being revealed. 
The military authority, La Pranse. doubts 
the wisdom of this order, and thinks that 
the simultaneous use of different rifles will 
tend only to confusion. Besides this.it is 
urged that if oniy the old type were used 
in the maneuvers the troops would fail to 
realize in a clear and positive manner that 
the old tactics are entirely revolutionized. 
Besides producing no smoke, the detona­ 
tions of the new cartridge are scarcely 
audible, aud firing wiil not reveal the 
whereabouts of enemies. 
The Military Zeitung holds that this 
matter demands the serious attention of 
every war office in Europe, it is difficult 
to decide how the method of fighting will 
have to be modified under the influence of 
the new French armament. It is an event 
that will bring about a greater revolution 
than the invention of accurate quick firing 
brought about.

struggle from beneath this mass of rubbish ? 
If Cable, Adelaide Proctor, James Bushnell j 
I/iwell, Mine. Durand, Hawthorne, Shel- ’ 
iers, Goldsmith, Dr. Holland, Miss Harris, * 
■Master, Aldrich, Miss Austen, and a j 
line of past and present authors, were 
met by rejection, what is there to encour­ 
age tiiose who have neither money nor in­ 
fluential connections to bring them into 
favor with the publishing autocrats? 
Publishers may deny as hotly as they 
please that “a name” in no wise influences 
their judgment, but the test lias frequently 
been made, distinguished authors submit­ 
ting some of their best work under assumed 
names, and meeting with rejection in con­ 
sequence. 
An unknown writer, without 
money to pay printing cost, has less chance 
getting his writings to print through a 
modern publisher than lie has of develop­ 
ing wings and settling the questiou, “W ill 
man ever fly ?” 
There is very little en­ 
couragement among publishers for un­ 
known writers, even when the work is that 
of brilliant genius, for as good literary pro­ 
duction as goes to press is rejected daily. 
\Y ere it not for the newspapers, a great 
deal of meritorious literary product would 
be kept under the heel of obscurity. 
The 
newspapers of the day do publish an in­ 
calculable amount of “chaff,” “stuff” and1 
miserably low-toned and worthless writing, 
submitted by a legion of people who im­ 
agine themselves gifted. 
These are en­ 
titled to pity, and for encouraging them to 
afflict the world the newspapers of the day 
are blameworthy. 
At the same timé, 
through this channel, because no other is 
open, and no other so little exacting, some 
of the richest and noblest work of literary 
genius of the age lias found its way to the 
reading public and thence had an easy and 
level course to the publishing house. 
The 
newspaper of the day is thus constantly 
introducing literary worth that would grow 
gray and haggard else, with knocking at 
the doors of the Appletons, the Harpers, 
the Houghtons, the Fords A Hulburts, 
the Scribners ami ali the grand arrnv of 
publishers, wlio.se “ readers” daily put the 
knife to the throat of manuscript behind 
hich are anxious lines and trembling 
hopes, and vain as well as worthy ambi­ 
tions ; worth as well as worthlessness.

THE PRESIDENT'S DELICATE 
SITUA­ 
TION. 


The San Francisco Examiner says “ the 
President is in a delicate position ” con­ 
cerning the Chinese restriction bill. W ell, 
yes, so he is. 
But the position of the Pre­ 
sident is not half so amusing as that of the 
Examiner. 
It absolutely lias the shame- 
faeedness to rebuke Republican Senators 
fir voting for the Scott bill. 
It says; 
“ Tin- bill was introduced on behalf of the 
Administration, passed as a Democratic 
pn gramme, and as such was sent to the 
Senate, where it passed with one Demo­ 
cratic and two Republican votes against it, 
and was held back by a motion to recon­ 
sider. when suddenly 
the Republicans 
manifested a desire to 
push the hill 
through, while the Democrats asked for 
delay. 
Now,” it asks. “ what did all this 
mean?” 
W hy, that tlie bill was intro­ 
duced upon the assumption that the treaty 
had !>een rejected. 
The Democrats had 
resolved not to let the session close without 
ending the invasion. 
But after the bill 
passed—and in a most remarkable manner 
it was railroaded through the House— tlie 
si tuation changed ; it being discovered that 
the story of the rejection of the treatv 
wa erroneous. 
The Republican Senators 
saw a chance to put the President in an 
embarrassing situation, and they jumped at 
it. 
This is in brief what the Examiner 
says. 
If we had not read this remarkable 
whining and begging article we would not 
have believed it probable that any Demo­ 
cratic paper would send to print such a 
humiliating recital, and couple it with this 
piteous w ail; 
T he 
R epublican 
senators determ ined, by 
forcing the issue before an answ er could be re­ 
ceived from China, to put the President in the 
position eith er of disapjioiiitiag the Pacific 
Const.or of violating the ratio n al faith. T hat 
they had any sincere desire for Chinese ex clu ­ 
sion n body w ho has studied th eir record could 
im cine for an instant. 
The whole truth is that President Cleve­ 
land - advisers thought they saw an oppor­ 
tunity to make cheap campaign capital for 
hilo, aid lie so forgot him self as to per­ 
mit them to introduce a bill based upon a 
nietv rumor, so anxious were they that no 
Republican 
Representative should have 
the honor of proposing a new restrictive 
measure. 
It is very difficult to accommo­ 
date one’s mind to the bewildering fact 
that an administration or party that has 
fought inch by inch ali efforts to secure 
early and effective legislation upon the 
t'b ’nese question under the plea that a 
treaty was lieing negotiated with China, 
would from sincerity of conviction of duty 
S ‘ suddenly whip about and become radi­ 
cally hot to pass a restrictive hill without 
official information of the rejection of the 
treaty by the foreign power. 
It is not at 
all -oJrprising that the Examiner should 
advise, as it does in a secretive sort of a 
way, that the President ought to veto the 
bill in case the treaty is ratified by China.

Knickerbocker; 
Marion 
Hariand’s 
nest 
r.ovi suffered rejection; N’evr York pub­ 
lishers tip-tilted tlii ir noses at Madame 
Muhlbacli’s novels; “ R utledge’’ was con­ 
demned by the Harpers; Shelley could 
find no publisher willing to 
shoulder 
“ Adunáis;” Julian Hawthorne’s best work 
■went the complete round of New York 
publishing houses; Henri Grevillc coul 
not for a long time get a paper in Paris to 
publish her prose writings; George YV. 
Cable’s first story was rejected by three 
publishers—that identical story now con­ 
stitutes three chapters of his “ Grandis- 
sinies,” and lias done more for his literarv 
reputation than any tiling else lie lias writ­ 
ten. 
But while these examples may lie -aid 
to be “ encouraging” we must not lose 
sight of the tens of thousands of M.S. that 
are rejected aud never to lie heard of 
again. 
Certainly among so many there 
must lie much that 
i- good, but by the 
ruthless verdict of the publisher's and 
magazine’s “ readers,” it is lost to the 
world, aud with it hopes, ambitions, and 
even lives are crushed. 
Charles Dickens, 
Jr., the editor, is credited with saying that 
h e reads every manuscript submitted to 
him , and finds that if he does not do so 
many valuable works would be lost to 
him . 
lie adds that he believes “ the best 
talent in the world is crashed out of ex­ 
istence because no one is willing to take 
th e chances of introducing it to the pub­ 
lic.”

'The Hospital Service of the army last 
year needed 
2,000 
four-pound 
woolen 
blankets.

Again, in the appreciative processes the 
shortened times under tea last for some 
time before tlie lengthening sets in, while 
the corresponding period is brief with al­ 
cohol. 
The general effect of alcohol is to 
excite, while tea induces fatigue.

B áSL E R M URDER. 


Con. m en 's o t a S e a ttle P a p e r o n th e 
C rim e and V ictim . 
Since the m urder of G. A. Basler, in 
Seattle, the newspapers of that place have 
had a great deal of comment upon it. 
The 
first dispatch received here in regard to the 
m urder stated that a woman was m ixed up in 
the affair, but this statem ent seems to have 
been entirely unfounded. Basler kept a 
livery “Iable in this city, and was well 
known here. 
At one tim e he was con­ 
sidered 
wild,” but lie went to Seattle, set­ 
tled down and became a steady business 
ma:: 
The Seattle Independent, in com ­ 
m enting on the m urder, s&vs: “ The kill­ 
ing of Mr. Basler, the owner of the Lake 
U nion Laundry, appears plainly, from all 
that nas been heard about it, to be a brutal 
prem editated m urder. 
It was comm itted 
by a m an who lias lived only a short time 
011 this coast, and who seems to think, 
to judge from bis actions ami threats pre­ 
vious tc the deed, that a little shooting in 
this 
ter 
Northwestern country is per­ 
missible. 
It is to be hoped, for the safety 
o f our ctizens and for the better inform a­ 
tion of, and as a warning to, the strangers 
in 011- iiidst, who m ay im agine that thev 
arc outside of the pale of civilization, that 
swifi and sure retribution to the full extent 
of the Jew will follow the m urder. 
" Mr Basler has been a quiet, inoffensive 
citizen vho labored hard under the most 
difik-i.q jircum stances to establish a w hite 
latinory to compete with the Chinese wash- 
hcus 
He has been a useful m em ber of 
our com m unity, and nobody who knew 
him can help feeling shocked at his un­ 
tim ely end. 
Let justice revenge the crime 
con.m. ... .1 against him and the com m unity 
w ithout delay, or we m ay expect other 
m urder- to follow this one.” 


H en ry H usk's llr u ta l A b a n d o n m en t o f 
H ts W ife an d C h ild ren . 
Judge Buckley’s calender was a short one 
yesterday. J. W. O’Meara and C. B. Pressy 
having pleaded guilty to disturbing the 
peace, were fined $10 each. Patrick Friery 
was fined $5 for being drunk. 
Dan Dailey, 
Fred MartiD, H enry Rusk and P. O’Connor 
were arraigned on a charge of larceny in 
having stolen some shovels, lanterns, a 
m allet and a hatchet from a box belonging 
to the Electric Railway Company. Rusk 
and Dailey plead guiltv and O’Connor and 
M artin stood trial. The evidence was so 
conflicting that they were discharged. Rusk 
and Dailey were each ordered to pay a fine 
of $40 or go to the County Jail for forty 
days. Subsequently Rusk informed the 
Court th at one of his children had died 
since his arrest and another was at the 
point of death. The Judge was handed a 
letter from Mrs. Rusk, dated at Reno, in 
which she related the sad condition of her 
child and reproaches her husband for leav­ 
ing her penniless in the m idst of so m uch 
misery.

Thom:** Findley D ie* a t G eo rg eto w n o f 
A cu te P n eu m o n ia . 
A U , ,.ram received by the R ecord-U nion 
W ednesday evening announced that Thos. 
Findley- it ed early that m orning of acute 
pneum onia at 
Georgetown, El 
Dorado 
county, where he has for m any years been 
engaged in superintending ditch and m in­ 
ing operations. The body has been taken 
to Sai; Francisco, where the widow and six 
or seven children reside. 
In speaking of 
his death the Nevada Transcript says : 
In the early fifties Mr. Findley drove a 
freighting team between this city and Sac­ 
ram ento. 
In about 1856 he opened a 
grocery 
icre at Grass Valley, and after­ 
wards conducted at the same town a private 
bank, which failed in 187JL 
In 185? he was elected State Treasurer on 
the Democratic ticket, and served one term . 
H is satisfactory adm inistration earned for 
him the cognomen, “ Honest Tom .” 
In 1861 he was again a candidate for the 
same position on w hat was by its enemies 
called the ■* Secession ticket.” H e ran some 
4,000 votes ahead of the ticket, but was 
nevertheless defeated. 
Ir. 186? and again in 1871 he was a candi­ 
date for the Democratic nom ination for 
Governor. 
Both limes he was defeated, his 
successful competitor on one occasion be­ 
ing Governor H aight, who was afterwards 
elected. 
He wcr the original contractor for the 
building of the Nevada County Narrow 
Gauge E h broad. 
Upon the failure of the bank at Grass 
Valley he removed with his fam ilv to Ban 
Francis 00. 
The foregoing sketch of Ids life is ob­ 
tained h 0111 some of his oid-tinie friends 
here, wb 
quote the dates from mem ory. 
H e is very highly spoken of by them , and 
sorrow a: bis death is expressed here 
among his pioneer acquaintances, who held 
him in high esteem. 


H e S teal* a V alu ab le H orne aud D isp ose* 
o f it P ro m p tly . 
Early yesterday m orning C. A. Koehler 
stole a valuable horse from the stable of C. 
McCrearv, at Tenth and L streets, and sold 
it to the foreman of a down-town livery 
stable for $10 and a watch. H e also had in 
his possession a boy’s saddle, which he sold 
to a prize-fighter nam ed Morrisey, at the 
Tivoli saloon, for $2 
The latter sold the 
saddle again to a n Italian for $3 50 and a 
“ treat.” 
W hen the loss of Mr. MeC’reary’s horse 
was reported to the police in the morning, 
special officer Good remembered that he 
had seen a m an with a saddle on his arm 
about t .vo o’clock in the morning, and at 
once set out to find him, which he soon did 
in a barber shop on K street, between T hird 
and Fourth. 
Koehler at first refused to 
give his nam e or tell anything {¡about 
himself, farther than becam e from A ustra­ 
lia in a balloon, but his nam ed was dis­ 
closed by papers found 011 nis person. It 
was subsequently ascertained that the sad­ 
dle belonged to judge Van Fleet’s son, aud 
was taken from the barn of bis grandfather, 
” 0 Carey, at Tenth and H streets.

It will further aim to secure the highest 
m arket rates and prom pt cash returns for 
fruits placed at its disposal, and to regulate 
distribution so as to prevent the fruit com­ 
ing into competition with itselt.

T h e C rown A n em on e. 
The crown or garden anemone, which is 
much cultivated in climates where the 
winters are less severe, is comparatively 
little known in the gardens of the North­ 
ern and Western States. 
The difficulty of 
raising these plants at the North is the 
sensitiveness of their tubers to frost. 
If 
they are plauted in the fall and are so pro­ 
tected by means of leaves, 
evergreen 
boughs or litter that the ground does not 
freeze, they will come through all right in 
the spring and bloom abundantly quite 
early, or soon after the frost leaves. The 
plant is a native of the eastern shores of 
the Mediterranean, where the winters are 
not severe. 
It can he very successfully raised as a 
winter house plant if it is borne in mind 
that it is a hardy plant in aclimate which, 
though not severe, nevertheless lias a win­ 
ter of some frosts. 
The most to lie feared 
for it iu the hands of most persons is that 
it will he kept too warm. 
It should he 
treated much the same as hyacinths and 
tulips in pots, only, perhaps, giving it a 
longer rest. 
Plant a tuber in good soil iu 
a five-inch pot, iu autumn, water gently, 
and stand it away in the cellar. Give at­ 
tention occasionally, and do not let the 
soil become quite dry. Leave it where the 
frost cannot get at it, anil during the win­ 
ter it will be making roots. About the 
first of February it can be brought into 
the window and given a cool place. 
It 
wifi soon begin to make stout growth, aud 
in time will come to perfection. 
Do not 
attempt to luirry by giving it a warm 
place. 
As the season advances it should, 
get and can stand a higher temperature, 
but it blooms early and passes away early 
in the spring. 
Those who have never 
raised it as a window plant will derive 
much pleasure from a trial of it, planting 
a number of the tubers in order to have 
several of the many pleasing varieties.— 
UtcFs Magazine for September. 


T h e M icrob e o f D y sen tery . 
Chantemesse and Widal report the dis­ 
covery of a specific bacterium in dysentery 
(I*rogres Medical, April 21, 1888). 
Work­ 
ing in Cornil’s 
laboratory, they have 
studied five cases of tropical dysentery, 
and have found the same microbe in tlie 
lesions and stools of a fatal ease and in the 
stools of four others. The bacteria were 
found in colonies in and between the tubu­ 
lar glands of the intestine, in the lympb 
glands and spleen. 
The organisms develop 
rapidly at the ordinary temperature, thriv­ 
ing on all the usual culture media. 
They 
are bacilli, with rounded ends, and some­ 
what thicker in the middle than toward 
the extremities. They grow luxuriantly 
in sterilized water from the Seine. 
Fed to 
guinea ¡tigs, pure cultures produce intes­ 
tinal inflammation and necrosis, the stom­ 
ach itself being affected. The lesions are 
more marked when the gastric contents are 
rendered alkaline. 
Intraperitoneal injec­ 
tions cause death in two or three days with 
peritonitis, pleuritis and pericarditis. The 
liver is affected in these animals, necroses 
with colonies of bacilli being found in the 
portal areas. 
All the lesions in the experi­ 
mental cases furnished pure cultures of 
the bacillus. 
From these facts, and the 
absence of the bacillus in tlie faces of 
lieaithv men, Chantemesse and Widal feel 
justified in claiming specific properties for 
this bacillus. 
In commenting on this 
paper, the Medical News says that, although 
the observations made are too few in num­ 
ber to bring absolute proof, they are of 
interest as being the first in which so 
much has been accomplished. 
Numerous 
other investigators have described micro­ 
organisms in dysentery; but none, up to 
this time, have succeeded in cultivating 
them. 
Further developments 
will be 
awaited with interest.

J u d * e L eon D . F r e e r Succum b* to th e 
F e ll D estro y er. 
Judge Leon D. Freer, who has been Iving 
seriously ill in San Francisco since last 
May, died in that city W ednesday m orning 
at 1 1 o’clock. T he information," although 
not entirely unexpected, was nevertheless a 
shock to the entire com m unity, as the pub­ 
lic had been led to believe that although 
his illness was undoubtedly serious, yet 
there were reasonable prospects of his ulti­ 
m ate recovery. TheSovereign Grand Lodge 
of Odd Feliotvs, of which Judge Freer was 
a consistent and exem plary member, is 
now in session at Los Angeles, aud it is 
probable that that body, in conjunction 
w ith the Grand Lodge of California, will 
take charge of therem ainsand conduct the 
obsequies in an appropriate and imposing 
m anner. 
Judge Freer received his education at a 
college in Benicia, where he made his mark 
as a youth of far more than average 
ability. After a few years spent in other 
pursuits, he turned his attention to the 
law, and was not long in being adm itted as 
an attorney, and soon after went to reside 
with his parents in Oroville, where he be­ 
came a leading spirit in legal circles. H is 
iirst entrance into the political arena re­ 
sulted in his election to the Assembly from 
Butte county. 
W hen his term expired he 
was elected District Attorney for the same 
county, and four years ago" he was, by a 
very large popular vote, elected Superior 
Judge of the sam e county. 
H e had yet 
two years of his term toeerve in that office. 
H e was one of the leading members of the 
organization of Odd Fellows on this coast, 
and repeatedly he was sum m oned by the 
votes of the m ajority of the Grand Lodge 
of the State to represent it in the national 
body. Three m onths ago he was elected 
to the Sovereign G rand Lodge, now iu ses­ 
sion in Los Angeles. 
Judge Freer’s nam e has of late vears been 
frequently m entioned in connection with 
Congressional and G ubernatorial honor* 
and there is little doubt that, had his life 
been spared, he would have been called by 
the people to even higher places 01 trust 
and honor than he had yet filled. 
H e was 
very popular am ong men of all shades of 
political opinion, aud always led his party 
when a candidate. 
Judge Freer was one of the most modest 
and unassum ing of men. 
H e was, withal, 
a m an of com m anding presence and dig­ 
nity. and would comm and attention among 
an arm y of citizens any where. 
Among the 
friends of his youth lié was still the genial 
pleasant “ Leon,” w hen off the bench. H e 
was a great adm irer of field sports, was an 
excellent shot and angler, and was last 
year elected President of the State Sports­ 
m en's Association. 
H e was a man for 
whose riper years the greatest honors of 
A merican citizenship stood 
in waiting. 
H is memory will long be cherished bv 
every 
m an, woman 
and 
child 
whose 
good fortune it was to have been among 
his wide circle of acquaintances. 
The Chico Chronicle-Record of the 20th 
says: Judge Leon I). Freer was born in New 
York State in 1846. 
W hiie quite a young 
boy his parents moved to Calitornia, "bring­ 
ing him with tbem . They settled in Butte 
county, where representatives of the family 
have resided ever since. 
Mr. Freer chose 
the law as his profession, and by aptitude, 
coupled w ith close diligence, he lought his 
way up life’s ladder and became a prom i­ 
nent attorney, conducting some of the most 
im portant and intricate cases ever coming 
before the Courts. 
H e was District A ttorney of Butte coun­ 
ty for some tim e, having 
been elected 
w ithout opposition. In this position he 
iniadesuch a record for legal ability that 
he was, a few years later, elected Judge of 
the Superior Court—a position which he 
has held ever since. Judge Freer attended 
the Grand Lodge of Odd Fellows at San 
Francisco in May, and was there again 
elected Grand Representative to the Grand 
Sovereign Lodge. 
Before the session of the Lodge had ad ­ 
journed he was suddenly taken ill with a 
nasal hem orrhage. This was finally stop­ 
ped, but he was left so weakened and 
emaciated that he was unable to leave his 
bed—though even then the greatest hopes 
were entertained of his eventual recovery, 
but these hopes, born of the wishes of too 
sanguine friends, were rudely dispelled by 
the sad news of his demise. * 
Judge Freer had very few, if anv, ene­ 
mies, but his friends are num bered by the 
thousands. The county and the com m u­ 
nity m ourns its loss, and extends to the 
widow and little ones the sincerest sym pa­ 
thy and condolence.

WORK OF THE BUY*’ AND GIRLS» 
AID SOCIETY. 


A n I n t e r e s t i n g S t a t e m e n t a n d A p ­ 
p e a l 
b y t h e S u p e r i n t e n d e n t 
o f t h e I n s t i t u t i o n . 


James C. Kemp, Superintendent of the 
Girls’ and Boys’ Aid Society, San Francisco, 
makes the following statement to and 
which is published in the Child and State, 
with the indorsement of that journal: 
The Boys’ and Girls’ Aid Society needs 
the help of every friend of humanity in 
the State of California. 
It wants every 
minister within the boundaries of this 
great commonwealth to preach at least one 
sermon each year upon the subject of all 
subjects and the theme of all themes, the 
saving of the children, as outlined in its 
work and purpose; to assist in educating 
the people up to the grand idea of family 
homes versus institutions, and to urge 
upon their congregations the vital neces­ 
sity of doing all they can toward procuring 
homes for the poor, abandoned, abused, 
fatherless, motherless, and often worse than 
orphan children of both sexes, whose ag­ 
gregate reaches far into the thousands; to 
devote a portion of their time and money 
towards saving those who are just com­ 
mencing to ascend the eastern side of the 
mouutains, as well as in aid of such as, 
having made a failure of life, are fast near­ 
ing the base of the western slope that bor­ 
ders upon and enters the ocean of eternity. 
Never before have the servants of Him 
who said, “Sufler little children to come 
unto me, for of such is the Kingdom of 
Heaven,” had so glorious, so priceless an 
opportunity. 
The great God who made us all is rear­ 
ing an empire upon the Pacific Coast. 
To 
many He has been most considerate, and a 
very large number of our people are the 
possessors of a far larger average of wealth 
than those of any other portion of Amer­ 
ica ; vet, while it is so true and so pleasant 
to write alxjut, there is still another side, 
so black, so terrible, that the heart sickens 
in its contemplation, and in tones that, 
were it possible, would cause tears of blood 
to flow from the eyes of the angels, cry 
out, “ Oh God, can such things be, can so 
much misery exist side by side with untold 
allluence in this golden, sunny California, 
with its wealth of precious metals, corn 
and wine, its vineyards, orange groves, 
orchards and matchless climate ?” 
And 
yet, nowhere in America, north, south, east 
or west, are the children, as a whole, so 
unfortunate as here. 
Men and women came originally, singly, 
to seek their fortunes, leaving behind all 
their relatives, and to this day, in a great 
measure, the rule holds goes]. 
Then, 
again, married people who come hither 
leave their friends behind, some in the 
Fast, many in Europe, and the result has 
been that when sickness or death entered 
the circle there were no relatives on either 
side to take this child or that, to give this 
boy or that girl a home, and thus help out 
the remaining parent in his or her strug­ 
gle to bring up the children. 
Then, too, 
the presence of so many Chinese in Cali­ 
fornia, so completely filling every avenue 
of employment usually open to boys and 
girls, deprives them of the opportunity of 
work. 
W hat a boy or girl of 14 years needs, 
after a father’s or mother’s care, is employ­ 
ment in some useful occupation. 
Idleness 
begets demoralization, and that soon leads 
to crime and utter ruin. 
The Boys’ and Girls’ Aid Society real­ 
izes all this; it knows that the family 
home is the first form of society established 
by the Creator, the unit of our civiliza­ 
tion. 
One man married 
sacredly 
to 
one 
woman, and their children constitute the 
family—an aggregate of these the town, a 
series of towns the county, a number of coun­ 
ties the State, a union of many States the 
nation; the work of all depending on the 
purity of the family home, God’s own 
handiwork. 
To such homes, at d only 
stu b, it consigns its wards. 
Do not these simple outlines furnish 
food for earnest thought? 
What nobler 
theme could any minister of God choose? 
It asks the Superintendent of each Sab- 
hath-school to present the features and ob­ 
jects of this great work to the scholars, and 
to ask of them a small contribution nm-e a 
year in aid of its poor, unfortuna'e chil­ 
dren ; and, finally, it earnestly desires the 
unqualified, hearty co-operation 
the 
teachers of the public schools, evet ..here 
throughout the State. 
r-et the purpose of the Boys’ and Girls' 
Aid Society of the State of California be 
the theme of an occasional composition, 
and let each child have an opportunity 
to contribute something once a year, if it 
lie only a nickel, towards its maintenance. 
Our Special Agent, Ulysses Stedman, 
whose heart and soul are in his work, will 
visit as many schools as possible, and in a 
fev, well-chosen remarks present this great 
tiuLijc* t to the scholars; and right here we 
as’, 
r him a hearty, whole-souled recep- 
¡ion, and when he shall have gone, will 
not the teachers kindly enlarge upon the 
few remarks he w ill have made, and thus 
phial in the minds and hearts of their pu­ 
pil • the seed tliat shall spring up and 
grow, and finally give us hundreds of 
friends among the men and women of the 
future? 
Reader, can you, do you, fully realize 
how grand a work this is, and how great 
the opportunity presented to you to do 
real, true, pure, practical good in this your 
day and generation? 
AS’e were not placed in this world to live 
for ourselves. 
Some of us have talents, 
others have not. 
Some are gifted with 
faculties that lead directly on to fortune. 
Our fathers fought, bled and died that we 
might enjoy the privileges ol civil and re­ 
ligious liberty; sacrificed 
life, comfort, 
home and family for us; and should we 
live contemptibly and niggardly for our­ 
selves? 
Viewing the subject in this light, 
which is certainly the true one, where is 
the man or womau who should not esteem 
it a high, heaven-horn privilege to be able 
to give a little of their substance towards 
this, the charity of all charities? 
For, 
when we save the children, we save all, 
and when we lose them, all is lost. 
This society lives upon alwolute charity, 
it is doing grand child-saving work arid 
doing it gratuitously, 
It goes out into 
the byways, highways and slums, in search 
of a class of children that seem to have 
been ignored heretofore, and left without 
a friend on earth. 
Our Sabbath schools are doing a noble 
work._ So, too, our various charitable in­ 
stitutions and asylums, but this society 
goes far below any of these, and grapples 
with b class that in many instances never 
saw the inside of a church, Sabbath school 
or even public school; children that come 
to it in rags and tatters, tilth and vermin, 
and frequently worn, wasted and pallid 
with disease. 
This, readers, is real, practical work ; it 
is pre-eminently Christian work; it is 
God’s work; it is the noblest work, foul, 
dirty and disagreeable though it surely is, 
that ever fell to the lot of mortal hands 
to do. 
W ill you not study into it, help it along 
by every means in your 
power, thus 
doing a deed that the Recording Angel 
will place to your everlasting credit, that 
will cause you to feel yourself a better man 
or woman, and lead you to afterwards real­ 
ize, in all their sweetness and comfort, the 
true meaning of the beautiful words: 
“ Nearer, My God, to Thee ?” 


SOME FAMOUS SONGS. 


A n d th e P e c u lia r C irc u m sta n c e s U n d e r 
IV lilch T h e y W e re W ritte n . 
Almost the only exception to the usual 
obscurity of song writers is John Howard 
Payne, of whom more lias probably been 
written and printed than of all others 
combined. 
Nevertheless, as much that has 
appeared in relation to his fatuous song, 
“ Home, Sweet Home,” has been purely 
imaginary, we may, jierhaps, be pardoned 
if we introduce here the true story of this 
far-famed melody. 
It was in Italy that Payne first heard 
the air for which his song was written. As 
he was strolling one morning along a 
quiet country road he was struck by the 
sweet voice of a peasant girl, who was 
carrying to the city a basket laden with 


flowers and fruit. 
The plaintive air which 
she thrilled with so much sweetness and 
simplicity at once caught his fancy. 
He 
accosted her, and after a few moments’ 
conversation asked the name of the song, 
which she was unable to give. 
However, 
using his knowledge of music to good pur­ 
pose, he requested her to repeat the air, 
while he proceeded to write down the 
notes. 
He soon afterwards composed the 
words, and, with the aid of a musician 
named Bishop, wedded them to the Italian 
air, incorporating the song into his opera 
of “ Clari,” which soon gave it a world­ 
wide fame. 
The only rival to “Home, Sweet Home,” 
is C. S. Foster’s “ Old Folks at Home.” As 
a musical critic has justly said, had he not 
made the words of the song local by intro­ 
ducing the Suwanee river, it might well 
have equaled the former as the home song 
of the world. 
Stephen Collins Foster was 
a strangely retiring and dillident author, 
and some of his most beautiful songs were 
composed under the most incongruous con­ 
ditions. 
A writer who met him in New 
York in 1852 says that his favorite haunt 
was in a tumble-down grocery near the 
Bowery, in the little back room of which 
one, at least, of his famous melodies was 
written. 
Foster was a true poet as well as 
composer, and wrote both the words and 
music of all his songs. 
It is said that the methods of Frank 
Howard, the successful author of “ Only a 
Pansy Blossom,” and other songs, are 
somewhat peculiar, and would astonish 
many musicians. 
Mr. Howard is a negro 
minstrel by profession. 
H e writes the 
words of his songs himself, and then, with 
the other members of the company, pro­ 
ceeds to drum out on hotel pianos a suit­ 
able air. It sometimes requires several In­ 
struments and changes of scene to produce 
a taking song, which, when completed, is 
written out and tried upon the audience in 
the evening. 
If the song pleases it is sent 
to the publisher and put upon the market. 
The comiioser, Dexter Smith, is known 
to have made several attempts before hit- 
ing the public taste, although he had 
written many beautiful verses. 
Upon one 
occasion, as in deep reflection he strode 
along the streets of Boston, he heard an 
untidy urchin cry out to his m other: 
“ Say, ma’am, put me in my little bed.” 
There is a subject, thought the song writer, 
and on reaching home he proceeded to 
write out what he considered the flattest 
song of which he was capable. 
The result 
of his effort was gladly accepted by the 
publisher, and, to the poet’s surprise, 
seemed equally to please the public. 
In 
short, it was this song which first made 
the author famous, and the sale of “ Put 
Me in My Little Bed ” soon reached an 
enormous figure. 
The familiar “ Peek-a-Boo,” which has 
now been worn nearly threadbare, was, ac­ 
cording to its author, Mr. Scanlan, an in­ 
spiration of the moment. It was suggested 
by the gambols of some children, who 
were playing around the door where he 
was sitting idly picking out tunes upon an 
accordion. 
As the children peeped curi­ 
ously into his door he began to say “ Peek- 
a-boo,” nodding his head at the same time. 
Unconsciously the instrument played a few 
notes to suit what he was saying, and the 
idea of a new melody struck his fancy. 
He immediately wrote oil' the chorus of 
“ Peek-a-Boo” upon 
an envelope, and 
added a few stanzas afterward, touching up 
the song at his leisure. 
“ Evangeline” is without doubt the first 
song on record to be penned upon a plank 
fence. 
It was one of Hays’ earliest lyrics, 
and was the result of a frolic, being written 
when he was quite young. 
The author 
was one of a party who one evening 
chanced to attend a social gathering in a 
small village in Kentucky. 
Among the 
ladies present was one who so strikingly 
resembled the ideal portrait of Longfel­ 
low’s “ Evangeline” that she was at once 
given that nickname by the young com­ 
poser. 
The company had organized a 
quartet and had given a large number of 
popular selections during the evening. 
It 
was a bright, moonlight night when they 
started to return home, and “ Evangeline” 
suggested that they try some new song. 
“ 1 will write you a song,” said Hays, 
“if you will promise to sing it before wego 
home.” 
' 
This was enthusiastically agreed to. 
It 
so happened that there was a new white 
plank fence just opposite them at that 
time. 
A lire had recently been built near 
by and a number of charred sticks lay 
scattered around. 
Picking up several of 
these, Hays walked over to the fence and 
proceeded to write the first verse of his 
song on the top plank, and the notes for 
the quartet of voices on the four planks 
beneath. 
As all could read music, they 
stood back a short distance and had no dif­ 
ficulty in singing it. 
The girls insisted on 
having a chorus, and the author went to 
tiie end of the fence and there wrote out 
the chorus. 
The party sang it over and 
over, and at last went home with it on 
their lips. 
The following day Mr. Hays was re­ 
quested by “ Evangeline ” to write out a 
copy on paper, but he laughingly told her 
that she could go down to the fence and 
copy it off. 
The young ladv took him at 
his word, and though it was raining hard 
she started out and returned with the 
words and music complete. To reward her, 
Hays then added another verse, and soon 
after the lady returned to her home in St. 
Louis, taking the song with her. 
On her 
singing it there it attracted much atten­ 
tion, and she finally sent it back to the 
author to have it published.— Charlea F. 
Adams, in the Musical Journal.
